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LESSONS OF THE YALU FtGHr?. 


So far as we can draw any lesson from the experi- 
ences thus far in the naval contests between Japan 
and China, they are directly in the line of what we 
have always insisted upon in the Army and Navy 
Journal, viz., that mobility and quickness of move- 
ment in attack are more important factors tian im- 
pregnability. The controlling influence in any close 
engagement will be the personality «f the command- 
ing officer, and this will be effective just in proportion 
to its freedom of expression. “Engineering,” discuss- 
ing the value of armor in the recent battle of Yalu, 
says that “there are some persons who maintain, not 
without authority, that side armor on a war vessel is 
displacement capital very ill laid out.” After dwell- 
ing at some length on the types of ships engaged, and 
showing that the Chinese fleet was composed, for the 
most part, of heavily-armored vessels with low speeds, 
and the Japanese fleet of vesse's of the cruiser type, 
the writer goes on to say: “It is possible that the 
penculum of naval opinion may take a swing in quite 
the opposite direction, and armor may all but disappear 
from our future designs. There is, however, not much 
fear of this extreme being reached, but good will have 
been done if naval officers have their eyes 
opened to the great’ sacrifices that have to 
be made in an effort to attain armor-protected stabil- 
ity. At a recent meeting of the Institution of Naval 
Architects a naval officer repeated the well-known ex- 
pression that the best protection is a vigorous gun- 
fire, and, perhaps, the best support the gun-fire can 
receive is speed. Even if the Chinese had not been 
hampered by the landing of the troops, their inferior 
speed would have put them at a great disadvantage, 
and though the battle might have-been longer, the 
quicker-steaming vessels commanded by Admiral Ito, 
the Japanese commander, would have had the choice 
of attack, and the question arises how far a 
swift cruiser with protected bows might be used as a 
reply to a belted line-of-battle ship.” 

The “Army and Navy Gazette,” in commenting upon 
this subject, says: “For instance, there is some dan- 
ger that because, in nautical phraseology, the Chinese 
fleet consisted of a certain number of battleships, 
while the Japanese put cruisers into the line of battle, 
therefore a belief should arise that the cruiser can 
take the place of the more costly vessel. Everything 
depends in this case upon what is called a battleship 
and what a cruiser.” 

There are at present so many different types of 
warships being built that it is impossible to ascribe 
the result of a battle on the failure or success of one 
particular type. And the factor of modernization is 
an important one, also. ‘Take, for example, in our 
own Navy, the armored cruisers New York and Brook- 
lyn. The commander of either of these vessels would 
have no hbsitation whatever in closing with a ship 
of the Maine’s class, and if an encounter between such 
ships did occur, naval experts would be at logger- 
heads, as they are now, over the question as to which 
type was the more efficient. The lessons learned from 
this battle of the Yalu are as numerous as the proposi- 
tions of Euclid, and apparently each student has 
learned his own lesson in his own way. We find the 
German Emperor and the Honorable Secretary of our 
Navy expressing themselves in favor of battleships. 
Admiral Colomb, of the British Navy, is for smaller 
vessels, and seems to echo the English opinion. It 
would be useless to review the many different types 
of war vessels now existing. Each type has its own par- 
ticular value as an integral part of a war machine, and 
one type is just as liable to be sent to kingdom come by 
a torpedo as another. The battle of the Yalu illus- 
trates one of some thousand different circumstances 
likely to occur in a naval war, and its lesson, if any- 
thing, is a tactical one. There are few naval com- 
manders, outside of the Chinese service, who would 
permit themselves to be caught in such a trap as that 
into which the Chinese Admiral walked, and there are 
probably fewer still, being found in such a predica- 
ment, who could get out without losing a ship or so. 
The Chinese Admiral was forced to form his fleet 
inshore, because there was no other course. He was 
literally at bay, and the fact that he had some of the 
best ships in the Chinese Navy in his fleet did not help 
him any more than the man who has a revolver in 
his pocket and his hands tied behind his back. 


A celebration took place on Friday, Oct. 18, at Tarry- 
town, N. Y., on the occasion of the unveiling at that 
place of a handsome monument of Quincy granite to 70 
soldiers of the Revolution, all natives of Tarrytown or 
the immediate vicinity. The exercises at the unveiling 
were in the hands of a local committee and the New 
York Chapter of the Sons of the Revolution. The 
Dolphin and Cincinnati left the New York Navy Yard 
on Thursday to be present at the celebration, but Rear- 
Admiral Meade, who expected to hoist his flag on the 
Dolphin, was unfortunately prevented from going by 


illness. The crews of the ships were landed and par- 
aded and a salute was fired. A light battery and foot 
.battery were also in attendance from Fort Hamilton. 


The New York “Herald” tells us that in an ad- 
dress before an audience of about 200 Populists, John 
Swinton took for his text the annual report of General 
Schofield, published last week. Mr. Swinton, in that 
hyperbolic style of which he is such a master, alluded 
to this as “the report just sent out by that decrepit 
old bungler of unclean record, Schofield.”” Then he 
said: “The two satanic parties have brought us to the 
verge of danger, according to Schofield. Why is not 
this man hanged on a gallows as Benedict Arnold 
should have been hanged? He proposes to abolish in- 
stitutional government and give the President power 
to increase the Army at will. There are now 6,500 sol- 
diers on Governor's Island to preserve the peace of this 
city.” The troops actually at Governor’s Island are three 
companies of about 54 men each, something less than 
200 men, or not to exceed 3 per cent. of Swinton’s es- 
timate. But this is a very satisfactory statement, com- 
ing from John Swinton, as it is much nearer the fact 
than he usually gets in his wild ravings. When his 
statements are analyzed they are, in most cases, found 
to have no more than what the chemists call a “trace” 
of truth. It is very hopeful progress in Swinton to 
get so high a percentage as 3 per cent. If he were 
a young man we might even hope that he would, in 
time, arrive at something like accuracy. 


It is said the Japanese are entirely independent of 
navy yards for repairs of their ships; that they carry 
all the needful material and workmen with them. The 
Chinese vessels, on the other hand, put into dockyards 
the moment anything liappens to them. If this is 
so no small portion of Japan’s success may be attribut- 
ed toit. This was the secret of Great Britain’s repeat- 
ed victories in past centuries. Her commanders used to 
appear the day after an undecided fight with their 
vessels almost as good as new, while those of the 
enemy still remained in a crippled condition. It would 
seem as if Japan had taken advantage of all “the 
teachings of naval history, and it would aiso appear 
that her commanders were close students of Captain 
Mahan’s tactics. 


The construction of a Navy Yard at New Orleans is 
a most progressive step. The dry dock will, in all 
probability, be larger than those of Brooklyn or Bos- 
ton. And the yard itself will be a modern one in 
every respect. This yard will not be encumbered with 
useless material, and its shops will be so placed as to 
involve a minimum loss of time and labor in transpor- 
tation. The need for a naval station on the Gulf has 
been growing every year. It is to be hoped that the 
coming Congress will see fit to appropriate liberally for 
this project.

In his annual report Major-Gen. Nelson A. Miles, com- 
manding the Department of the Missouri, says: ‘The 
conduct of the troops im restoring order and confidelce 
where mob violence and a reign of terror existed in and 
near the city of Chicago, was marked by great forbear- 
ance, fortitude and excellent discipline, and their pres- 
ence and action here very greatly contributed to the main- 
tenance of civil law, and in my opinion saved this country 
from a serious rebellion, when one had been publicly de- 
clared to exist by one most responsible for its existence. 
The troops remained in the city 15 days, and having ac- 
complished the object for which they were brought to- 
gether, and carried out to the full extent the orders of 
the Presideut and the Major-General Commanding the 
Army, they were, with the exception of the 9th Inf., 
which returned to the Department of the East, withdrawn 
to Fort Sheridan, and during the month of August moved 
to camps Abraham Lincoln and Orrington Lunt, Evans- 
ton, and during that time engaged in field manoeuvres 
which were both interesting and highly beneficial to the 
service.” 


In a letter to the Editor, Major Kk. H. Ruffner, C. 
E., U. S. A., says: “Noting in your Answers to Corre- 
spondents a remark by W. W. as to the ‘queer belief 
in Texas’ as to rabies from skunk, etc., I am tempted 
to say that 21 years ago I stood by the bedside of a man 
dying from rabies from the bite of a mad wolf.

In “Harper’s Weekly,” Oct. 13, there appears a stop, 
by “Lewis Ferguson,” illustrated by Remington, of 
“Private Myers’ First Scout.”

By the abandonment of a number of the Army posts, 
under a recent order of the Secretary of War, the Army 
will be spared what at one time seemed possible, the 
necessity of employing private practitioners. Brig.-Gen. 
Sternberg has been busily arranging his corps so that each 
post will have an Army officer attached to it, and has 
promulgated a number of orders within the past week or 
so with this object in view. He now has the matter 
satisfactorily settled in such manner that there need be no 
apprehension that private practitioners will have to be 
called in in case of sickness at posts, 

The Hon. G. N. Curzon, of the British Army, in an 
article on the Chinese Army, says: “The standard mili 
tary works in China are some 3,000 years old, and the au- 
thority in highest repute, Sun-tse by name, solemnly 
recommends such manoeuvres as these: ‘Spread in the 
camp of the enemy voluptuous musical airs, so as to soften 
his heart.’”

There has been war in Port au Prince, Hayti. Recent 
advices from there state that President Hippolyte and 
his Minister of War had a hand to hand fight in the 
palace the other day. The Minister of War was badly 
whipped and is still confined to his bed by his injuries. 
Thus his dusky potentateship demonstrated his divine 
right to rule. 

A British naval offcer attached to the Chinese nayu! 
squadron which was engaged in the fight off the month 
of the Yalu River, has written a letter to the “Graphic” 
in which he gives additional details of the fighting, aid 
says: “On board the warship Chen-Yuen three of five 
men working a four-ton gun were blown up by a shell 
from the Japanese warship Naniwa. The fourth gunner 
was shot while trying to escape from the turret, and the 
fifth stuck to his post. A shell glanced from the steel 


deck of the Chen-Yuen and went through her tower, 
shattering everything therein. A Lieutenant, who was 


in the act of speaking through the tube leading to the 
engine-room, was blown into atoms, and his head was 
left hanging to the speaking pipes. Huge fragments of 
armor and the teak backing thereof were carried in- 
board by the shot, crushing a large number of sailors 
into a shapeless mass. A Luropean engineer, who was 
in the act of groping about in an endeavor to repair a 
steam pipe, was drenched from head to foot with the 
blood of an assistant, who was disembowelled by his side 
by a shot from the enemy’s ship.” The writer expresses 
the opinion that if the European rulers could have seen 
the decks of the Chen-Yuen they would have foresworn 
war henceforth and forever.

THE VOSE-GRIMES COURT MARTYAL. 

The court martial at Fort Leavenworth for the trial of 
Captains Vose and Grimes, 2d Art. has completed its 
bus.ness and the members have scatiered to their respec- 
tive stations. In the case of Captain Vose, iLnspector- 
General Heyl testitied that he was directed by the Ve- 
partment commander to make invesiigation after the 
explosion on the tield at Evanston, and m reply to ques- 
tions put to Captain Vose, the latter stated that he nad 
forgotten all about the orders with reference to the re- 
mova! of ail fixed ammunition from the artiliery caissons, 
Testifying in his own behalf, Captain Vose stated that he 
did not charge his mind with the order at the time the 
chief of the artillery battalion sent to him and other bat- 
tery commanders the letter of instruction sent him by the 
Department commander for the removal of the explosives 
from the caissons, for the reason that said letter charged 
the chief of the battalion with carrying out the instruc- 
tions and providing a proper place in which to deposit, for 
safety, the fixed ammunition. He supposed that the 
battalion chief would issue further instructions, and gave 
the matter no further thought, as the otflicers were all 
assured by the ordnance oflicer, Captain Birnie, who made 
an investigation of the shells atter the Grand Houlevard ex- 
plosion, that there need be no apprehension from the re- 
maining shrapnels in possession of the artillery battalion. 

Major Wallace F. Randolph, commanding the artiLery 
battalion, testified that a communication was received by 
him from General Miles, through Colonel Crofton, direct- 
ing that all fixed ammunition be removed from the cais- 
sons. He sent the letter to the battery commanders, who 
indorsed on the back of the communication the iniual of 
their names, indicating that it was received by them. His 
first intimation that the orders had not been complied with 
wis the explosion in Grimes’ battery at Evanston, and an 
investigation led to the discovery that none of the fixed 
animunition had been removed from the caissons of Light 
Battery F, commanded by Captain Vose. An indorse- 
ment by Captain Vose to a communication of Major Ran- 
dolph was admitted as evidence. It was to the effect that 
Captain Vose believed that a place would be provided for 
depositing the shells and safely protecting them. Until 
this was provided he did not think it advisable to remove 
them. 

saeut. Ulinds, 2d Art., testified in the same vein with 
reference to the statement by Captain Birnie. The latter 
stated to him that he was instrucced vy the Chiet of Ord- 
nance to make a thorough examination of all the shrap- 
nel, but on finding that the common shells were exploded, 
and that the shrapnels inspected were found all right, 
he telegraphed the Caef of Yranance that there Was Lo 
necessity for a further inspection. 

Sergeant Graw, of Captain Vose’s battery, stated that 
the men were not at all apprehensive after Captain Lir- 
nie’s investigation of the cause for the explosion, no more 
so than they were prior to the first explosion. Lieut. 
Lyon, 2d Art., testified to the same effect. 

Captain Vose, in testifying in his own behalf, said he 
had received the order to turn the shrapnel in, but that 
it was a peculiar order. He understoou it to mean that 
part was to be turned in and part retained until an- 
other order was issued, which he did. He did not think 
the shells were dangerous and was surprised at the sec- 
ond explosion. He denied any intention of not obeying 
orders, and said he carried out the order as he under- 
stood it. The order in full was as follows: ‘The Major- 
General Commanding directs that the ammunition with 
the exception of 40 rounds per battery in the four light 
batteries now at this post be removed from the bat- 
teries and stored in the post magazine until further or- 
ders; that the three field batteries be supplied with S800 
rounds of blank ammunition per battery for service in 
the field manoeuvres near Evanston, IIl.; that during said 
field manoeuvres all the ammunition heretofore referred to 
be removed from the batteries and stored under suitable 
guard in the artillery camp. The senior officer of artil- 
lery will be charged with the execution of this order.” 

In the case of Captain Grimes, his Ist Sergeant testi- 
fied that Captain Grimes gave an order July 23 to remove 
from the artillery chests all projectiles before every drill 
and exercise. Major Williston, 3d Art., testified to Cap- 
tain Grimes’ fine record, and that he was always cheer- 
ful and prompt about the execution of all orders and in a 
satisfactory manner. Captain Grimes, in his own be- 
half, identified an order issued by Colonel Crofton, com- 
manding Fort Sheridan, directing that the entire com- 
mand resume the regular drills, parade and other duties 
on July 24; the artillery to take out limbers, without 
ammunition, to drill, caissons not to be taken out. This 
order was issued July 23, while the order of General 
Miles was not issued until Aug. 11. Captain Grimes 
stated that on the day that Colonel Crofton’s order was 
issued he was in the office of the commanding officer, and 
the question of carrying the ammunition came up. Le 
informed Colonel Crofton that it would be impossible to 
go through the required exercises with the heavy load 
of ammunition the batteries were required to carry, and 
believed that the orders afterward issued by Colonel 
Crofton was the result of this conversation. He then Te- 
cited the fact that he was on the sick report from Aug. 
4 to 15, and did not see the orders from the Department 
commander until after that date. He stated that he gave 
orders at Evanston to have the shrapnel removed and 
have it stored near the guard tent. Fixed ammunition, 
said he, never has a place in an ammunition chest ex- 
cept when on target practice, once a year. So far as he 
knew, he did not know why the ammunition in question 
could not be carried with safety.

‘position’; they care nothing for ‘pull-off’ (because they 
rarely use the trigger), and they never ‘aim,’ if aiming 
means shutting one eye, and aligning the sights on the 
object. A cowboy will simply point his weapon at a 
mark, as a man might point his finger, Their theory is 
that any man can instinctively point his finger in the 
true direction of any given object, so it is only one step 
farther to point with a revolver instead of with the fin- 
ger. Again, the essence of marksmanship with a re- 
volver is lightning rapidity in its use. It is absolutely 
fatal to true steel, therefore, to look along the sights. 
A cowboy ‘out west,’ while the ordinary Englishman was 
‘aiming’ at him (as we understand aiming), would freckle 
his opponent with bullets till his skin wouldn’t hold his 
principles! And, finally, in the States it is the uni- 
versal practice to fire, not by pulling the trigger, but by 
raising the hammer with the thumb, and by letting it 
fall as the weapon covers the object. If the trigger is 
used at all it is pulled with the second finger. The 
forefinger invariably is held straight out along the barrel.”

Dr. Henry FEF. Lyster, who died Oct. 4. in Detroit, 
Mich., was a well-known physician of that city, brother of 
Lieut.-Col. W. J. Lyster, 21st Inf.. and brother-in-law of 
tien. O. M. Poe, having married Mrs. Poe's sister. The 
Detroit “Tribune.” referring to the deceased gentleman, 
says: “Dr. Lyster was one of the best-known men in 
Detroit. His commanding figure and kindly presence 
were known to all classes alike, It was said of him that 
le frequently refused a call to a mansion to visit the bed- 
ide of some sufferer in a hovel whose case needed his 
care, With this reputation he was popular with every- 
lwwiy.”” Hle served during the war in the field with Mich- 
igun troops. Since the war he has filled many positions 
of honer, Lle was at one time a member of the State 
Board of Tlealth, and at the time of his death held mem- 
bership in the Michigan State Medical Society, the Wayne 
County Medical Society, the Detroit Medical Library 
\ssociation and the American Medical Association. He 
us a member of the Loyal Legion and of the G. A. R., 
oth of whieh bodies were represented at the funeral. 
The Engineer Corps has suffered a serious loss in the 
leaths so near together of two such officers as Major 
Turtle and Captain Price. Of Major Turtle we have 
ilready spoken at some length, for we knew him well, 
ind we have been in hopes that some one of the many 
vho had a nearer personal acquaintance with Captain 
Price would favor us with a notice of him. He was a 
inost efficient officer, and one who drew many hearts to 
him by his attractive personality. He was as modest as 


he was accomplished and had some of the character- 
istics of the Quaker stock, from which he dérived his de- 
scent. A gentleman of varied culture and wide informa- 
tion, of genial, frank presence and warm heart, yet a 
thorough soldier, he has troops of personal friends, not 
alone in the service which had been his life’s work and 
which he had fulfilled, at every post, with distinction 
that.gave promise of a yet more brilliant career, but in 
the walks of civil aud social life as well. Captain Price 
was born in Philadelphia, Nov. 27, 1848, and was a direct 
descendant of Philip Price, one of the Welsh Quakers 
who settled in Pennsylvania in 1668. He was a nephew 
of the well-known Eli K. Price, of Philadelphia. In May, 
1879, Captain Price married Mrs, Emma Moss Brayton, 
only daughter of Mr. and Mrs. A. H. Moss, of Sandusky, O. 
It was a most happy union, and the sincere sympathy of 
a large circle of friends in the Army has gone out in large 
measure to the stricken wife. 


ADJUTANT-GPNBPRAL RUGGLES’ REPORT. 


The Adjutant-General of the Army, Brig.-Gen. Geo. D. 
Ruggles, in his annual report states that by the retire- 
ments in 1896 (of Colonels Wood and Vincent) the 
strength of this Department will be reduced to 15, the 
number now fixed by law. He says: “I desire to bear testi- 
mony to the uniform efficiency and marked ability with 
which, without exception, the officers of the Department 
aud the officers of the line on duty in the Bureau of Mili- 
tary luformation in this office have discharged their im- 
portant and delicate duties.” In this bureau the informa- 
tion cards have grown from 4,000 to nearly 30,000, and 
No. 4 of the information series will, be the first of a series 
entitled “Notes on Organization, Agmament and Military 
Progress,” to be issued annually or semi-annually. No. 1 
was on the Hawaiian Islands, No. 2 on the organization 
of the German army, and No. 3 on the organized militia 
of the United States. A second report of the militia, by 
officers detailed for duty with them, will appear shortly. 
All reports, so far received, of the inspections for 184 in- 
dicate that the progress of the citizen soldiery of the 
Union is steadily upward in the direction of efficiency 
for active service. Sixty-seven officers of the Army were 
detailed for service with the militia of the states during 
the year, 40 on temporary duty attending encampments, 
and 27 on regular duty at state headquarters. 

This is in excess of any previous year, Regular troops 
have also encamped with the state troops. “It is a pleas- 
ure to report that the relations existing between the 
Army and the National Guard of the states evince a 
degree of mutual interest and cordiality never heretofore 
attained. This is indicated in many ways; by expres- 
sions of thanks from governors of states for services ren- 
dered: in the favorable mention of the U. S. officers in 
state reports, and by the fact that last year for the first 
time in the history of the War Department the Adjutant- 
General of every state and territory rendered an annual 
report to the Adjutant-General of the Army of the 
streneth of their reapective forces.” 

Statistics of information have been furnished for essays 
in the Lyceum course, and a map of the seat of war will 
soon be issued to the Army. Our military attaches abroad 
have been increased by the appointment of a representa- 
tive to Mexico and Lieut. Michael J. O’Brien to Japan. 
General Ruggles says: 

“I desire to emphasize the absolute necessity and the 
exact justice of urging Congress to appropriate more 
liberally for the state troops. Their officers and men go 
down into their pockets to serve their states and the 
country, and they sacrifice, besides, their time, their recre- 
ation, and often their employment and means of support 
in doing so. Their faithful and devoted service in restor- 
ing order and preserving peace in troublous times merits 
generous recognition in appropriation by the general gov- 
ernment.’ 

A moderate increase in the number of cadets at West 
Point is recommended, and the increase by the President's 
appointments at large to ten in each year. Twenty thou- 
sand, six hundred and eighty-eight pupils are in attend- 
ance at military colleges, 9% jin all. Of these 13,020 re- 
ceive military instruction, and the interest taken by the 
faculties in the military course is steadily increasing. 
The law should be so modified as to compel the actnal 
attendanee at a college of the number of pupils required 
to secure the attendance of an officer. 

The greater number of students justructed is a 
to the community, and it is, besides, a benefit to the in- 
atructor and conseauently to the Government, for it famil 
iarizes bim with the hendlirge of a larerer hadv of men— 
a battalion generally—than he would find at his station, 
and fits him for regimental command in case of emer- 
gency. 

Tn bis renoert on the Reernittee Servies, Gon Rreelos 
says that “under existing conditions regimental training 
is preferable to depot instruction. and this will be ex- 
terded asc renidlvy °s novcihle Ten or mare vrorimerts 
and the Light Artillery Battalion are now self-sustain- 
ing 

“The new method of conducting the Recruiting Service 
mav be regarded »s, in some measure, tentative and sub- 
ject to such modification and improvement as exnerience 
may demonstrate to be for the interest of the Service. 
Rv this reorganization there will be a large se ving to the 
pric treasrrv in the item cf trapenertation,” 

Forty-six Indians were enlisted during the year, mak- 
ing a total of 1,009. Five companies have been dis- 
continued and ten are left. The total enlistments for the 
rear were TR17. OF these 1.99" natives. ? R91 
foreign, 149 were colored and 46 Indians. Of those 
whose terms of service expires during the coming year 
two-thirds have declared their intention to re-enlist: S82 
per cent. of those seeking enlistment were rejected, The 
number of undesirable men in the Army is smaller than 
ever before, and the new law will still farther lessen their 
number. 

A new edition of the Army Reculstions should be pub- 
lished with the amendments contained in orders. A board 
has been convened to consider this subject. Their “ree 
emmendations. fully concurred in by the Major-General 
fommanding the Army. were approved by the Honorable 
the Seeretare of War June 29, 1893, and thereupon 1st 
Lient. John T. French, Jr., 4th Art., an officer peevliariy 
analified for the work. was assigned fo duty with the 
hoard. The work, in its several stages of progress, has 
reesived the eriticn] examination of the beard and my- 
self. ar’ thase neortions nerteining to the Staff TDronart- 
ments the serutiny of the chiefs of «ench Denartments, 
and bas then been anbmitted to the Maior-General Com- 
mandine. His final »ction may be expected at any early 
day, and thereupon the fair copy of the manuscript will be 
completed and an index prene. “ll, and the whole sub- 
mitted to the Secretory of War.”

The clerical force of the A.-G. office has been reduced 
to one chief clerk, 12 clerks of Class [V., 14 of Class IIL, 
13 of Class II. The branches and divisions of the office 
have been consolidated into four divisions—mail and rec- 
ord, correspondence and examining, miscellaneous and 
military information; 14,204 calls have been recefyed and 
answered. The index of the Confederate muster rolls 
alone consists of 1,563,000, contained in SOzv file boxes. 
Concluding his excellent summary of the business for 
the year, General Ruggles says: 

“The order prescribing the card record system, to be ap- 
plied to all the records of any bureau, contained a minute 
description of the manner of making a correct and com- 
plete record from the time an official communication is 
received up to, and including, final disposition. ‘I'he 
illustration of its working was limited to the several 
entries heretofore made in the ‘Letters Keceived’ and 
‘Letters Sent’ books, but afforded no guide for the correct 
record, on cards, of the statistical information necessary, 
in many cases, to be furnished, on call, to the Major- 
Genera! commanding or the Secretary of War, or for the 
proper determination of a question, as, for instance, the 
actual enlisted strength of the Army on a given day; 
number, names and stations of officers on recruiting ser- 
vice; details at colleges, applicants for staff appointments, 
number of Congressional districts unrepresented at the 
Military Academy, ete., ete., all incident to, and abso- 
lutely necessary for, the proper conduct of an adminis- 
trative office. 

“With great industry and good judgment on the part of 
the principal clerks, suitable forms for statistical cards 
were devised; the change of location and the moving of 
large masses of records effected, and the new system put 
in successful operation without any appreciable delay of 
business and to my entire satisfaction. 

“In closing this report, | take sincere pleasure in re- 
cording my appreciation of the general intelligence, zeal 
and efficiency of the clerks of this office. Their loyal 
service, cheerfully rendered without regard to official 
hours, during the reorganization of the office, and at all 
times when required, justly entitles them to great com- 
mendation.” 


MAJOR-GEN. HOWARD'S ANNUAL REPORT. 


Maj.-Gen. O. O. Howard, in his annual report, recom- 
mends that the Army be increased to double its present 
size, and expresses the opinion that the post exchanges are 
largely responsible for the increase of court martial cases, 
as he thinks the drinking habit ie encouraged by them. 

Speaking of the National Guard he says: y special 
invitation, I was present at a review and drill by one 
brigade of the National Guard of New Jersey, in presence 
of its Division Commander. All arms of the service were 
participants. A company of the 7th N. J. N. G. gave an 
excellent exhibition in the presence of all the troops of a 
variety of exercises in extended order. The entire per- 
formance at Sea Girt, N. J., gave great credit to the 
diligence and proficiency of the officers and men of the 
National Guard. So much progress with so little time 
allotted is remarkable. It would be of great advantage to 
have the National Guardsmen near forts, have more in- 
struction in the sea coast defenses wherever possible. 
This can be done with little or no expense to the govern- 
ment.” 

In conclusion General Howard says:

Assistant Quartermaster-General, will go upon the re- 
tired list. His long and faithful service, which has ex- 
tended through the War of the Rebellion and many 


Indian campaigns, is already on record. His unremitting 
diligence and well-matured advice during the last six 
years, in which we have served together, are gratefully re- 
ealled. Again, as last year, I record my unqualified = 
probation of each officer of the general and personal staff. 
Before the time for another report I shall close the 
period of my active service. My connection with- the 
Army from 1850, when I became a cadet, till the present 
time, when I have reached the age of compulsory retire- 
ment, affords me pleasure in the retrospect. No service, 
however, has been more agreeable to me, personally, than 
that of the last six years in connection with this depart- 
ment. And the satisfaction arises in the main from the 
uniform loyalty, energy and efficiency shown by the per- 
sounel of my command; by those immediately around me; 
and not less by those at remoter posts and garrisons. 
As IT wrote in closing my report last year, so TI urge again 
upon all the motive of efficiency and attainment rather 
than the hope of high rank, which, in our small Army, is 
seldom achieved.” 


GPNERAL RUGER’S ANNUAL REPORT. 
Brig.-Gen. Thomas H. Ruger, 
commanding the Department of California, is almost 
wholly devoted to a review of the strikes, which were 
especially virulent in his department. In opening his 
report, after referring to his distribution of troops, he 
states that the service of the most importance performed 
during the year by the troops under his command was 
that rendered under orders received requiring prevention 
of obstruction to United States mails, interference with in- 
terstate conimerce, and the enforcement of the mandates 
and warrants of the United States courts. 

He speaks of the various movements of the troops 
necessitated by the strikes, and say that the result of 
the presence of the soldiers was, that the mail train ser- 
vice was soon resumed on all lines, He delicately refers 
to the insubordination of militia in Sacramento on July 
4, assembled for the purpose of affording assistance for 
the resumption of railroad operations for the carriage of 
mails, by stating that “for reasons and owing to facts 
which it is not within the purpose of this report to state, 
the object was not accomplished.” He calls attention 
to the derailing of a train about two miles from Saecra- 
mento, and to the killing of three soldiers—Privates James 
Byrne, Peter Clark and George W. Lubberden—and the 
mortal wounds received by another—Private Wesley C. 
Dougan. His views as to the personality of the mur- 
derers of these men are as follows: “There is no deabt 
the murder of the four soldiers and the engineer was the 
act of strikers, who left Sacramento before the train 
was started, and also little doubt that it was known be- 
forehand to a considerable number of other strikers that 
the track had been tampered with for the purpose of de 
railing the train. The place selected for throwing the 
train from the track was at a trestle crossing water and 
approached by a narrow causeway. That loss of life 
would occur in case the train were thrown from the 
track was almost inevitable. Proceedings are in prog- 
ress aghinst several men charged with murder in causing 
death by the wrecking of the train.” é 

General Ruger briefly refers to the part the State 
troops played in the strikes, and then speaks in the fol- 
lowing complimentary terms of the services done by the 
naval forces as follows: “I desire to testify to the es- 
sential service rendered by the naval forces placed at 
my disposal—the battalion of the Marine Corps, acting 
under command of Colonel Graham at Sacramento and 
the force of sailors and marines under command of 
Lieut.-Comdr. Reeder, assigned for duty in the harbor 
of San Francisco. These additions from the Navy te 
the effective force of this Department were of essential 
assistance at the time, especially in permitting action 
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with more confidence as to favorable results than would 
otherwise have been the case.” 

The following allusion is made in the report to Colonel 
Shafter and the officers and soldiers under him: ‘To 
Colonel Shafter and the officers and sdilors of his com- 
mand much credit is due for preventing by firm and 
judicious action most serious disorders at Los Angeles 
and other places in Southern California. The condition 
had become such that the United States courts could not 
enforce their mandates, and the strikers were ready 
und intended to commit whatever violence might be nec 
essary to prevent resumption of the operation of rail- 
roads in Southern California ,for any purpose, except 
upon terms of their dictation.” In regard to Colonel 
Graham and his command, the following commendatory 
statements ure made: “The services rendered by Colonel 
Graham and the ofticers and soldiers of the command at 
Sacramento and on the line of railway in the East, were 
most important and done with efliciency correspondingly

“The Growth of the Military Spirit in the United 
States” is the subject of an article by Dr. A. E, Dick- 
insen, Which appeared in the July-August number of 
the “Army Magazine.” The author presents briefly 
the history of our Army since 1790, showing that, as 
the result of the reaction following the Civil War, 
military interest decreased until it reached its lowest 
ebb in 1880, when it began to revive, and “its first 
vlimmerings appear with steady brightness about the 
veurs 1880’85. The various steps in its further pro- 
wress are briefly outlined. The frontier service of the 
Army, the educational influences of West Point, the

REFORM IN NAVAL ADMINISTRATION. 

The order issued by the Secretary of the Navy which 
sives Chief Constructor Hichborn entire control of. 
and responsibility for, the designs. the structural 
strength and the stability of all ships built for the 
Navy, is one of obvious_importance. This matter has 
heretofore been a case of “too many cooks,” all the 
bureaus having a hand in it, and that of Construe- 
tion and Repair only a general sort of supervision. The 
faulty construction of the gunboats Machias and Cas- 
tine probably brought the affair to a head: each 
bureau came out on that occasion with its own ex- 
planation of the trouble, and its suggestions for rem- 
edy. The order provides that “during the preparation 
of the designs of a new vessel each bureau shall pre- 
pare a detailed statement of all objects under its cog- 
nizance which it is proposed to install during the con 
struction and fitting out. complete for sea. of@the ves 
sel. Fully itemized estimates of weights and positions 
of centers of gravity of all objects will be included in 
this detailed statement. A copy of the above will be 
furnished the Bureau of Construction and Repair be- 
fore the final plans are submitted to the Secretary of 
the Navy for his approval. Within three months after 
the commissioning of a new vessel a detailed statement, 
itemized as the above. shall be furnished the Bureau 
of Construction and Repair in which actual weights 
and revised estimates of positions of centers of grav- 
ity, where necessary, shall be given.” 

Any changes from the original designs shall not he 
made unless approved by the Department, nor shall 
work be commenced on a design till the space al- 
lotted for each purpose is shown on it. Provided that 
propositions to make any of the aforesaid changes not 
involving a cost of more than $500, which may be 
agreed upon in writing by all the Bureaus concerned, 
need not be submitted to the Department. 

Chiefs of Bureaus charged with designing, furnish- 
ing or manufacturing any equipments, and who may 
deem it advisable to make any changes, shall submit 
their statements to the Department through the Bu- 
reau of Construction and Repair. All such changes 
shall be considered by the Chief Constructor, who will 
forward them with a statement as to their effects on 
the plans, structural strength, stability, ete. He shall 
also state whether or not he finds any objections to 
such changes, and, if so, what they are. 

The order is not intended to subordinate any 
bureau to another, relieve the Chiefs of 
Bureaus of their responsibility in designing. mann- 
facturing and furnishing to ships such equipments and 
stores as pertain to their respective bureaus, and they 
will continue as heretofore to issue the necessary in 
structions for the carrying out of all work authorized 
by the Department pertaining to matters coming under 
their cognizance, respectively.

A MARYLAND MISCONCEPTION. 

The celebration of the “Centennial anniversary of the 
presentation of Fort McHenry by the Legislature of 
Maryland to the National Government” calls atten- 
tion to the erroneous idea prevalent in Maryland with 
regard to Fort McHenry, which is, that the National 
Government has profited by the generosity of the 
State or of private individuals, instead of having 
bougbt and paid for every foot of the Fort McHenry 
reservation, as it has. The facts are as_ follows: 
Whetstone Point, the peninsula on which Fort Mc- 
Henry stands, originally the property of a British 


=

mining and trading association called the Principio 
Company, was confiscated by the State of Maryland 
soon after the Revolution, and part of the tract was 
sold. Out of the proceeds of the sales of the con- 
fiscated property the American partners of the Prin., 
cipio Company, among whom was George Washing. 
ton. received compensation for their shares. The State 
retained on Whetstone Point a large lot, where Fort 
McHenry now stands, possibly with a view to future 
works of defence. Already, in 1793 and '94, the alarm 
which was felt in our seaboard cities on account of 
their defenceless condition had induced a few of the 
states to repair their old coast defences or to com- 
mence new ones. At Baltimore, for example, the 
State, aided by contributions from citizens of Balti- 
more, repaired and extended the old water battery on 
Whetstone Point, and did some work on or near the 
site of the present fort. 

The act of March 20, 1794, provided for the defence 
of a number of our sea ports. among which was Bal- 
timere, This act specified that no money was to be 
paid for sites for fortitications where the land was the 
property of a State. Tt was obviously intended that 
such lands should be presented to the Government 
by the States, particularly as most of the States were 
more or less indebted to the Federal Government. 
It is not believed that any more work on the de- 
fences of Baltimore was done by the State of Mary- 
lind after the passage of this act. Maryland and 
Baltimore were only too glad to be relieved by the 
Government of an expensive job. Ags early as July, 
1794. a United States agent was at work at Whet- 
stone Point completing the unfinished water battery 
and erecting barracks for troops. The old water bat- 
tery has disappeared. The present inasonry fort was 
erected by the United States alone, principally in the 
verrs 1798, 1799 and 1800, at a cost of something less 
than $100,000, The site still remained the property 
of the State. but the area appears to have heen 
deemed insufficient, for the United States purchased, 
about 1795, a large lot to the northward of the pres- 
us a site for barracks.

McHenry was practically com-

Various Naval Items. 


The Maine has returned to New York Navy Yard. 

The Boston can be gotten ready for commission in two 
weeks. 

The Yorktown is now in dry dock, and may be at 
Mare Island a mouth or more. 

The Dolphin goes from Tarrytown to New London to 
participate in the trial of the Ericsson. 

The old Hartford has been hauled alongside the Mare 
Island yard, and work will be begun on her as soon as 
the plans have been matured. 

The impression is about that the Adams will not be 
found fit for extensive repairs, and will probably gu on 
rotten row with the Pensacola and the Swatara. 

The Salvadorean refugees have taken their departure 
from San Francisco, and they have told their friends on 
board the Bennington that they will soon be heard from 
in their own country as first-class revolutionists. 

The German Emperor appears to be well pleased with 
the recent German naval manoeuvres which he wit- 
nessed. The Emperor convinced himself that considerable 
progress had been made in strategy and fleet tactics. 

The Maine left New London on Oct. 16 for the trial of 
her engines. Part of the San Francisco’s crew were 
serving as sailors, but the contractors provided the en- 
tire fireroom force. 

Engineer-in-Chief Melville returned to Washington from 
New London, where he witnessed the trial of the Maine. 
The vessel did finely, he says, steered well and her en- 
gines made about 9,250 horse power, thus earning a large 
premium for their contractors. 

The changes made in the Russian squadron are very 
significant. The Imperator Nicholas I. and the armored 
cruiser Pamiat Azova have been sent from the Mediter- 
ranean and the corvette Djigit and torpedo cruisers Guido- 
mak and Posadnit from Cronstadt to Vladivostok to join 
the Nachimoff and Rynda. 

The contractor’s firemen on the Ericsson struck and he 
has been obliged to employ others. These he is educating 
by daily@runs in Long Island Sound when the weather 
permits. The port engines have been speeded up to 412 
revolutions, the boat going 24 knots for a limited period, 
and the boilers gave promise of exceeding even this per- 
formance on that occasion. 

The U. S. nautical schoolship St. Mary’s has returned. 
Commander Field states that the trip was a_ successful 
one. He started out with 62 boys, of which eight gradu- 
atxl and 13 were found unfit for sea. Commander Field 
adds that a great many applications have come in for 
the boys from merchant ships, 60 thoroughly does the 
system fit them for that service. 

The Chamber of Commerce of the city of San Francisco 
has adopted resolutions urging Congress to make an ap- 
propriation for the construction of ten. fast torpedo boats, 
four of which are to be built and commissioned on the 
Pacific coast. They also request the immediate improve- 
ment of Pearl Harbor in the Hawaiian Islands and the 
establishment of a naval station and coaling depot there. 

The new torpedo boats will be fitted with a tube 
mounted on the deck, well aft, and placed on a circle, 
in order that the fire may be directed at any angle with 
the keel desirable. The old style, like the Cushing, nave 
the tubes in the bow, which placed the boat in the dan- 
ger of overrunning its own torpedoes, and necessitated 
its being head on to the object at which the projectile is 
directed. 

The King of Italy recently presented a handsome flag 
to the new be tleship Re Umberto, of the Italian navy, 
one of the five largest warships afloat, all of which be- 
long to the Italian navy. Like the Italia, Lepanto, Sicilla 
and Sardegna, she is armed with four 104-ton guns, a 
number of smaller pieces and eight torpedo_tubes; has a 
displacement of 13,250 tons, engines of 19,500 HP., and 
an estimated speed of 18 knots. Her armor is, in places, 
19 ins. thick. 

The crew of the new triple screw cruiser Minneapolis 
has been gathered together, and the ship is expected to 
zo into commission by the 25th inst. A portion of the 
Minneapolis’s men came from the Miantonomoh, which, 
in accordance with the new policy of the Navy Dept., 
is to be laid up in ordinary next week at the League Isl- 
and Navy Yard. ‘The detail of officers for this ship has 
been practically made up, and their orders are now being 
issued. 

he Hydrographic Bureau of the Navy Department has 
in contemplation the issuance of a chart of the two 
courses—oft the New England coast and in Long Island 
Sound—where trial trips of vessels are made. Captain 
Siesby, chief of this bureau, and Commander Bradford 
have recently surveyed the courses, and have obtained 
all the information necessary for drawing such a chart. 
The courses mentioned are those usually used by the 
Government for the trial trips of ships. 

The Naval Board of Inspection and Survey left Wash- 
ington Sunday night for Fortress Monroe, and the follow- 
ing day inspected the cruiser Detroit, to which alterations 
for stability had been made. The board was engaged 
until evening with this work and on Tuesday morning the 
ship left for Newport for torpedoes. She is expected to 
sail about Saturday for the Asiatic station, stopping en 
route at Cadiz, Spair, and Genoa, Italy, for the purpose 
of delivering World’s Fair exhibits to the_ respective 
owners. The board inspected the Raleigh on Tuesday. 

Chief Constructor Hichborn has long desired a tank 
in which to float the models of vessels, for the purpose 
of determining a vessel’s stability as well as for settling 
other important points, and thus save the expense of 
sending a vessel to sea only to find deficiencies which the 
model might have shown. The period of oscillation of a 
well-constructed model and that of the vessel itself is 
practically identical. It is very probable that much of 
the trouble which has been experienced with the Detroit, 
Machias and Castine could have been averted if Mr. 
Hichborn’s request had been granted earlier. 

The Bennington is now out of dock, and will remain at 
the Mare Isand Navy Yard until early in November. Her 
bottom was found to be in good condition after the bar- 
nacles were removed. The growth was the heaviest ever 
seen at the yard, and was the result of but 65 days in 
the waters of Ia Libertad. The new style of painting 
was inaugurated on her bettom. First a coat of pure 
red lead and boiled oil. This was allowed to dry two 
days before the next coat was put on. Then a coat of 
two parts red lead and one part white zine was applied; 
then a coat two parts white zinc and one part red lead, 
ard finally a coat of pure white zine and boiled oil. 

It is expected that orders will be issued shortly placing 


the Monterey out of commission and using her crew 
for either the Boston or the Olympia, just as it is the 
intention to use the crew of the Miantonomoh for the new 
triple-screw cruiser Minneapolis. Under orders issued by 
the Secretary on Monday last, the Department is now 
enguged in making up the Minneapolis’ crew. ‘T'wo 
hundred more enlistments will be made, thus bringing the 
number up to that fixed, Wy law. Two hundred men are 
on the receiving ships and 140 on board the Miantonomoh, 
ith this number, the Department will be able to obtain 
crews for both the Minneapolis and the Marion at the 
Mare Island Navy Yard. 

The Naval Inspection Board, of which Commodore 
Selfridge is president, returned to Washington on Oct. 
18 from their inspection of the Raleigh. The inspection 
seems to have been a very thorough one in every respect, 
although the records have not yet been made public. The 
members of the board are enthusiastic over the vessel's 
performances, and say that the Raleigh demonstrates 
the fact that the government can build ships equal in 
every respect, and superior in some, to those built by 
private establishments. On Monday the Raleigh was 
taken outside the capes and manoeuvred at full speed 
ahead and astern. er guns were also fired in the at- 


tempt to discover a weak point, but only one change is 
. 


recommended. 

While anxious to keep in_the front ranks of naval 
progress, Chief Constructor Hichborn thinks the risk too 
great to adopt nickel steel for ship plates and frames 
until there have been some further experiments with this 
material for the purposes mentioned. The Steel Board 
recommended its use on the ground that it would have 
25% greater strength and 30% elastic limit greater than 
ordinary steel, now used for the hulls of ships, ‘he Con- 
struction Department takes the ground that there are 
other elements that should be fully considered before the 
Department takes the risk of adopting nickel steel for any 
other than gun and armor plate manufacture. It is 
probable that the Department, at no distant date, will 
authorize the construction of a steam launch or some 
small vessel of nickel steel for experimenta: purposes, and 
eventually this material may supersede plain steel for 
nearly all the purposes of the Navy.

BUREAU OF YARDS AND DOCKS. 


The annual report of Commodore EB. O. Matthews to the 
Secretary of the Navy has been made public. Commodore 
Matthews strorgly recommends, at least, four new dry docks 
at League Island, Boston, Norfolk and Mare Island. The 
principal improvements are: 

Boston.—Repuilding wharf No. 4 and a modern dry dock. 

New York.—New pumping plant for the granite dock. A 
new workshop for construction and repair. An iron ship- 
wright shed, dredging wall about channel and quay walls fer 
Whitney Basin and the Cob dock. 

League Island.—Dredging, extension of the quay walls, an 
artesian well and a new dry dock are aso suggested. 

Washington.—Extension of the sea wall, railroad tracks 
and electric plant. New roof for the foundry, conversion 
of the old museum into officers’ quarters and a new round 
house. 

Norfolk.—Repairs to the stone dock, a store shed and re 
pair shop, a lighter and derrick, extension of quay walls and 
replacement of decayed wooden docks. A new dry dock here 
is also suggested. 

Mare Island.—A strong quay wall, grading 
widening entrance of stone dock, new caisson, 
stans, new railroad scales, improvement of coppersmith 
shop. A new dock is also strongly urged here, as there 
will be no dock nearer than Port Orchard (where there are

Strains have 
eaused the lower crossattyrs to curve in, but the contractor 
is about to remedy this. The Puget Sound dock is progress- 
ing rapidly and will probably be completed much ahead of 


time, 
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TRIAL OF THE MAINE. 


The official tral trip of the second-class battleship 
Maine took place on Wednesday, Oct. 17. Although the 
results of the trial are not yet officially announced, it is 
thought that the engines will exceed the requisite 9,000 
H. P., a8 was stated in the Journal some time ago. The 
trial took place over the 30-mile course, laid out for the 
Ericsson by the officers of the torpedo station at New- 
port, under adverse circumstances of wind and tide. The 
Maine left New York on Saturday, Oct. 13, for New 
London, where the finishing touches were made, and on 
Monday an experimental run was taken, in a gale of 
wind, for the purpose of accustoming the members of 
the board to their duties. Captain Bunce and the line 
officers express themselves as much pleased with the 
handiness of the ship and her extreme steadiness in a 
sea Way Was universally commented upon. Chief Engi- 
neer Melville, who was on board during the trial, was 
well satisfied with the showing made by the engines and 
their smoothness in running. But very little vibration 
was felt. During the four hours under forced draught 
the general average of the steam pressure was very near 
the designed average of 135 at the cylinders. The ay- 
erage revolutions of the propellers during the four hours 
were 127 per minute. The average speed over the course 
was 15.95 knots, which, taking into consideration the 
wind and tide, may be safely called 174—an excellent 
showing fora ship of the Maine’s class. ‘The fastest time 
made was 18.37, and the ship came into the New York 
Navy Yard on Thursday morning with these numbers on 
her after smokepipe. The changes which were made in 
the heights of the pipes are very advantageous. 

The trial board was made up of Chief Engineers S. L. 
P. Ayres, President; H. S. Ross and George Cowie, Jr., 
all of the New York Navy Yard. During the four hours 
of the official test the starboard engine-room and after 
fireroom were in charge of Chief Ross, with the following 
staff: Passed Assistant Engineers B. C. Bryan, E. 
Scribner and Gustav Kaemmerling; Assistant Engineers 
R. K. Crank and S. E. Moses. The port engine-room and 
forward fireroom were in charge of Chief Cowie. with 
the following staff: Passed Assistant Engineer F. M.

Hayes, Oscar W. Koester and J. T. Myers. Passed As- 
sistant Engineer R. I. Reid was recorder and assistant 
io President Ayres. 


ATHLETICS IN THE ARMY. 

Maj.-Gen. O. O. Howard has published to his command 
liberal extracts from that excellent report on calesthenies 
and gymnastics by Lieut. Edmund L. Butts, 21st Inf., to 
which we have heretofore referred. The concluding 
paragraph of Lieutenant Butts’ report seems to us worthy 
of careful consideration and attention: ‘Whe Army need 
have no scruple nor hesitancy in making athletic training 
one of its most important factors. The subject is one 
whieh has demanded the greatest attention of all nations 
of antiquity and of modern times. In former times the 
intervals of peace are seen to have been utilized in ar- 
ranging and carrying to a successful termination those 
games and tournaments which are immortalized in the 
songs of poets. The training was found indispensable 
to the maintenance of a formidable army. Such train- 
ng, notwithstanding the changes in mode of warfare, is as 
exsential now. As by the armies of old athletics were 
considered a most necessary part of the education, and 
even held as a sacred rite, so now it should be our 
bounden duty to use every energy during the quiet inter- 
vals of peace to so train our men that they could be at 
onee transformed into hardened veterans, upon whom the 
safety of the nation could depend.” 


LIMITS OF AN ADMIRAL’S JURISDICTION. 


One day this week a party of workmen on the cruiser 
New York were doing some very assiduous hammering 
directly over the Admiral’s cabin. Admiral Meade was 
ill at the time, and finally, not being able to stand the 
noise any longer, he sent up word to the officer of ihe 
deck to have it stopped. The latter immediately stated 
the case to the workmen, but his request apparently had 
the effect of causing them to redouble their efforts. At 
last he induced one of them to pause long enough to ex- 
plain to him that the foreman only had authority to stop 
the work. Thereupon the foreman was sent for, and in 
course of time appeared. In the meanwhile the noise 
steadily continued. 

“I want this work stopped, because,” 
leck explained. “‘the Admiral is ill.” 

This suggestion plainly did not appeal to the foreman 
with the force intended. He said, notwithstanding the 
fact that the Admiral was ill, the work would have to 
continue. 

The officer of the deck thought differently, and told the 
foreman so, hinting the while at a certain corps of lusty 
marines he had on board, headed by the corporal of the 
suard, who were willing and ready to escort the foreman 
and his gang of refractory spirits to the wharf.

Arriv- 
ing on the wharf they shook their hammers at the officer 
of the deck, the corporal of the guard and the ship’s com- 
pany in general, while an emissary hastily left for the 
Naval Constructor’s camp. There is hard feeling between 
the Line and the Construction Corps at the Brooklyn 
vard now, but the Admiral has not since been disturbed. 


EFFECT OF SMALL CALIBRE BULLETS. 

Lieut. Lincoln Karmony, U. 8. M. C., has submitted his 
report on the destructiveness of the small calibre rifle 
bullet to the Bureau of Intelligence. Lieutenant Kar- 
mony has the reputation of being the highest American 
\uthority on the subject of arms. The small calibre bul- 
let of the Navy, .236 in. in diameter, and nickel coated, 
s disastrous in its effects. The results upon cadavers 
ire divided into two groups—those from 50 to 300 yards 
ind those from 300 to 2,000 yards. The first group com- 
prises those injuries which, when a_bone is struck, re- 
semble in appearance those of an explosive character; the 
part is always pounded, fragments are frequently carried 
out through the wound of exit, which is commonly con- 
verted into a gaping orifice; the muscles are pulped, and, 
in fact, the limb mangled and damaged beyond repair. 

The danger in passing through muscles is of injury to 
irteries. From the elastic character of the walls of these 
vessels, the old bullets would often push them aside, but 
the effect of the new bullet is that of a punch, taking 
the piece through with it—hence the hemorrhage is most 
diffeult to deal with. On the other hand, owing to the 
<mall size of the bullet, the arteries and large veins stand 
1 smaller chance of being hit. ie weed 

In considering the nature of the injuries inflicted on 
hones at distances between 300 and 1,000 yards, it is clear 
that they have a tendency to resolve themselves into (1) 
comnminuted fractures and pulverizing of the resisting 
parts of bones, and (2) comparatively clean holes in the 


non-resisting regions, such as the extremities of the 
bones. It is evident that a wound near a joint may be 
much less dangerous than one some distance from it, 
which is in reality a surgical paradox. 

Speaking of savages, the report says that if one were 
hit on the fleshy part of the thigh, unless an artery were 
struck, and, even then, the man would travel some dis- 
tance before falling; it is necessary to hit him on the 
long bones of the leg, and in savage rushes the lower ex- 
tremities should be aimed at. If he were hit in the upper 
extremity, not being susceptible to shocks, as is the horse, 
a snashed shoulder or a pulped elbow would not stop 
him, and one of the small bullets might pass clean through 
the upper part of his body. In dealing with a civilized 


foe, the shock of a simple flesh wound would probably 
be encugh for most men, and afford them a g excuse 
for ‘eaving the fighting line, and certainly non-fatal 


wovuds in the chest would cause a gap in the ranks. The 
qu‘stion of shock is there infinitely more urgent than the 
wound,

TEST OF RAPID-FIRE GUNS. 

The 6-pdr. rapid-fire guns, tested by the Ordnance De- 
partment, at the Sandy Hook Proving Ground were five 
in number; arranged in alphapeticat order they comprised 
the Driggs-Schroeder, Hotchkiss, Maxim-Nordenfelt, Sea- 
bury and Sponsel. Bach gun was tested individuatly, in 
accordance with a prearranged programme, first to note the 
number of the parts of the breech mechanism, the opera- 
tion of the gun, together with the maximum outward posi- 
tion of the cartridge, when it could be pushed home by the 
breech block. This was followed by firing tests for initial 
velocity; for accuracy, comprising ten rounds to be fired at 
each range of 1,000 yards, 1 mile and 3,000 yards; for 
rapidity with accuracy at ranges of 1,000 yards and 1 mile; 
also 10 aimed shots at targets in the same line at ranges of 
500 and 1,000 yards, alternately, and ten shots, alternately, 
at targets at about 50U yarus range, placed 75 feet apart. 

The excessive test following the preceding comprised a 
dust test, in which the mechanism was exposed to blasts of 
fine dust in such manner as to assure its being uniformly 
and equally covered with the dust, followed by the dring of 
five rounds as quickly as possible. The next test comprised 
five excessive charges, giving gradually increasing pressures 
up to 45,000 pounds or more per square inch. This was fol- 
lowed by the test with defective cartridges, prepared in 
three ways, first by filing obliquely through the edge of the 
rim, so as just to show an opening to the interior at the 
junction of the charge and Reali and, second, by sawing élots 
through the head so as just to show an opening to the inte- 
rior; and, third, to cause blow-backs by thinning the material 
of the primers. And, finally, the rust test, in which after 
cleaning the parts of the breech mechanism, the gun was im- 
mersed in a solution of sal-ammoniac and water and suspended 
vertically so that the breech mechanism was lwmersed in the 
solution. 

All of the guns passed the prescribed tests without material 
injury except the Sponsel gun, which by reason of injury of 
some parts of the breech mechanism in removal after the 
rust test, was pot fired the five concluding rounds of the test 
arranged for this time. 

The firing and loading were done by two officers, assisted in 
passing the ammunition to the gun during the rapidity tests 
by one or two enlisted men as required. In the case of the 
Hotchkiss gun two men were employed, and for each of the 
other guns one man was employed to assist the officers who 
handled the gun. 

Much of the ammunition used in firing the Seabury gun was 
reloaded ammunition, which occasioned some loss of time and 
made the test of this gun relatively more severe than in the 
case of the other guns, 

The principal results of the test are arranged in the follow- 
ing table:

Observations made for the temperature of the gun, after 
repeated firing showed, as a rule, that after 75 rounds the 
heat was sufficient to melt soft solder placed upon the chase 
of the gun, indicating a temperature of 375° F. In one 
case the keat was suflicient to melt rosin in the same way 
after 20 rounds; and in another a temperature of about 600° 
was indicated by the softening of lead placed upon the 


chase of the gun. 


LEAGUE ISLAND YARD. 


The League Island Navy Yard has exceptional advantages 
for harboring new crulsers and battleships. This is the only 
large yard in the country surrounded by fresh water, and as 
a piace for laying ships up which are either out of commis- 
sion or in need of extensive repairs it is unrivalled, Before 
the Island can be fitted out In modern style a great deal of 
dirt will have to be used to fil up the low places, and a large 
amount of dredging done. It will then be a most valuable ad- 
dition to our coast defence resources. The contemplated im- 
provements include the immediate building of two large dry 
docks, which will open into a large tidal basin on the western 
«id of the Island. Ultimately there will be five other repair 
docks. A canal is to lead from the Delaware across a portion 
of the Island into a repair basin, which will be about 1,200 
feet square. There will be constructed three bul'ding slips on 
the Delaware River front, west of the present dry dock. The 
ultimate scheme is to build five additional s:ips alongside of 
the others. The back channel of the Island ts to be walled 
about and made a tidal basin, with a gute at the entrance of 
the Schuylkill. Just inside the gate of the back channel there 
will be a basin for the storing of torpedo.boats. On the west 
side of the channel will be coal sheds, storehouses, etc. On 
the east side there will ultimately be a rifle range and prev- 
ing ground.

THE STATE TROOPS. 


THE NEW DECORATIONS, NEW YORK. 

Adjutant-General Porter, under date of Oct. 18, 1894, says: 
“The Commander-in-Chief, appreciating the fact that ser. 
vice in the National Guard and Naval Militia involves many 
sacrifices, and believing it to be in the interest of the State 
to encourage long and faithful service in these organizations, 
orders that there shail be awarded to the officers and ep. 
listed men actually serving on the first day of October, 
1894, in the National Guard and the Naval Militia, and ty 
those who shall be commissioned or enlisted therein subse. 
quent to that date, for faithful service therein of ten, fifteen, 
twenty and twenty-five years, in recognition of such service, 
a State decoration, subject to the conditions hereinafter 
prescribed, and for that purpose approves the design sub. 
mitted by Messrs. Tiffany & Co., under date of Sept. 25, 
1894, and directs that it be worn at the throat, suspended 
from a scarlet silk ribbon encircling the neck inside the 
collar of the coat.’’ 

The rules governing the issue of the new decoration pres- 
cribe that officers and enlisted men, to be eligible, must 
have performed an average of 80 per centum of the military 
duty required, and have completed an aggregate service of 
ter years in either the National Guard or the Naval Militia, 
or in both combined, to receive the decoration of the fourth 
class; those who have completed an aggregate service of 15 
years shall receive the decoration of the third class; those 
who have completed an aggregate service of 20 years shall 
receive the decoration of the second c.ass, and those who 
have completed an aggregate service of 25 years shall be 
awarded the decoration of the first class; provided that in 
the computation of time, service as an unassigned super 
numerary officer, or as an officer on the retired list, shall in 
no case be considered; and that where any soldier or sea- 
man shall have re-enlisted since the first day of Oct., 18%, 
or re-enlists hereafter, except he re-enlists within 30 days 
after having been discharged, a decoration shall not be 
awarded to him, unless he shall serve, in addition to his 
previous service, at least three years continuously, perform. 
ing an average of SO per centum of the military duty re- 
quired. The direction of all matters pertaining to the award- 
ing of the decoration is vested in a “board of award,”’ con- 
sisting of Col. Francis V. Greene, 7ist Regiment; Maj. Henry 
Chauncey, jr., 8th Battalion; Capt. Augustus W. Conover, 
7th Regiment; Capt. Henry ©. Everdell, 23d Regiment; Ist 
Lieut. Harry Hayden Treadwell, Adjutant, 22d Regiment, 
and such other officers as may be detailed hereafter as mem- 
bers of such board, and the board of award may, from time 
to time, with the approval of the Adjutant-General, make 
such supplementary rules as may be required, provided that 
such’ rules shall not conflict with or vary from the rules 
hereby established; and it shall have power to inquire into 
and decide upon the sufficiency of all applications, and to 
reject any application, when in its judgment the interests of 
the service may require such acuon, and its decisions shal! 
be final. 

The decorations will be presented annually to those found 
entitled thereto, at such time and with such ceremonies as 
may hereafter be ordered. Blank forms for applicants will 
be furnished and accuracy as to dates is absolutely neces- 





sary. Applications will be made annually, those for this 
year (viz., the year ending Oct. 1, 1894), must be for- 


warded to the board of award before the 10th day of Nov. 
next; those for following years will be forwarded before the 
30th day of Sept. in each year; applications received subse- 
quent to those dates will receive no attention. For acts of 
valor performed by officers and enlisted men of the Nationa} 
Guard or Naval Militia in the discharge of their duties as 
such, the Commander-in-Chief authorizes the issue of the 
decoration for long and faithful service in solid silver, hav- 
ing on the obverse the words “For Valor,”’ instead of 
“Faithful Service,”’ and on the reverse the name of the re- 
cipient, his organization, the act or acts of valor performed, 
and the date or dates thereof; its ribbon to be of blue, wat- 
ered and dribbled, silk, and worn in the same manner as 
prescribed for the decoration for long and faithful service 
above, but when the latter is also worn, the former shall be 
worn above it.This decoration for ‘Valor’ shall be awarded 
only upon the recommendation of immediate and superior 
commanding officers approved by the Adjutant-General, who 
shall keep a record thereof and it shall be numbered con- 
secutively in a series by itself. 


FIELD DAY 1ST BRIGADE. NEW YORK. 

Brig.-Gen. Louis Fitzgerald, Ist Brigade, N. Y., has issued 
official orders directing the brigade to parade in undress 
uniform, at Van Courtlandt Park, for field instruction and re- 
view by the Commander-in-Chief, on Thursday, Oct. 25. To 
his purpose the several regiments and battalions will as- 
semble at their respective armories at half past 8 o'clock 
a. m., with field music only. Orders to the batteries, troop 
and signal corps had not been issued at this writing, but 
were to be later. 

Knapsacks (Merriam packs), with overcoats rolled and 
canteens filled with water, but without haversacks, will be 
carried. Each man will be furnished with 30 rounds of blank 
eartridges and should bring a luncheon. The 9th, 12th and 
22d Regiments, the 8th Battalion, the ist Battery and Sig- 
nal Corps will wear campaign hats, and the remaining com- 
mands will wear the fatigue cap. The exact line of opera- 
tions to be followed is not yet to be made public. The sev- 
eral commanding officers will consult with General Fitz- 
gerald before Oct. 25, when the exact manoeuvres deter- 
mined upon will be made known to them. Meanwhile, there 
is much speculation as to what the plan of campaign will be, 
and many are of opinion that it will resemble the memorable 
battle of the Mosholu, fought at Van Courtlandt, several years 
ago. Whatever the programme is, it can be relied upon that 
it will be both interesting and instructive. and with fine 
weather the day will be profitably spent. This will be the 
first appearance of the brigade with the new field equip- 
ment and much interest in manifested in its showing. We car 
state that, among other things, it is piactically determined 
that Governor Flower, on the parade at Van Courtlandt, will 
present a certificate of long service to all those entitled to 
receive long service medals in the ist Brigade, whose appli- 
eations have been forwarded in time to the proper authority; 
and several enterprising officers in different organizations 
have lost no time in preparing lists. Of course those com- 
mands habitnally behind in the forwarding of routine re- 
ports and returns will most likely be behindhand tn sending 
in the names of members entitled to the long-service medal 

and mav consequently get left.

Connecticut. 

Adjt.-Gen. Bradley announces, under date of Oct. 15, that 
Capt. John Milton Thompson, 24th Inf., U. S. A., reported 
for duty to the Governor of this State on Oct. 8, and is as- 
signed to the staff of the Commander-in-Chief for duty, as 
Inspector of the military forces of Connecticut. So much of 
Par. Il, G. O. 20, 1894, as refers to the issuing of State 
medals, is amended to read: “Suitable medals will be issued 
by the State to the members of the team winning the first 
prize.” The Commander-in-Chief expresses his satisfaction 
at the amount of good work done by the brigade at Camp 
tradley, Niantic, Aug. 11-18 last, which, so far as he is able 
to judge, has never been surpassed by any encampment 
heretofore held by the Connecticut National Guard. The 
earnest efforts of officers and men, aided by continuous good 
weather, resulted in a long st@p toward thorough discipline 
in the theory and practice of military service. 


Ohio. 

The companies of Ohio National Guard, in command of 
Colonel Coit, 14th Regiment, on duty at Washington Court 
House, Ohio, on Oct. 17, to prevent a mob of several thou- 
sand infuriated people from lynching a prisoner, were forced, 
in upholding the laws of the State, to fire upon the rioters 
with the result that three people were killed outright and 
ten or more were wounded. The Sheriff of the county, got 
word that forces of men were gathering from different sec- 
tions determined upon breaking into the jail and lynching 
the prisoner, and as a precautionary measure, ordered out one 
company of the 14th Regiment, which, for a time, kept the 
hu» at bay without force. Later two additional companies 
were ordered out. As the prisoner was being taken from the 
jail to the court house the mob attempted to take him from 


vivil officers, but were promptly charged by the military 
with fixed bayonets, by order of Colonel Coit, and their 
efforts to get the prisoner were frustrated. It was after the 


prisoner was to be returned to the jail that the crucial test 
of the discipline and efficiency of these troops had io be 
made, and they stood the test manfully. The crowd, now 
numbering, it is said, several thousand, surged closer to ‘ne 
court house, guarded by some 75 guardsmen, and com- 
menced, with the aid of a telegraph pole, sledge-hammers, 
ete., to batter In the doors, under cover of darkness. Colonel 
Coit addressed them and walked bare-headed in their midst, 
ind ordered them to disperse and cease throwing stones at 
his men: he warned them that if they did not desist and 
fall back at once he would order the troops to fire. They 
langhed the Colonel's warning to scorn, but when, in_re- 
sponse to necessary orders, some 15 of the military guarding 
the main entrance, fired, the mob fled like a flock of sheep, 
ind realized too late, they were dealing with men not to 
be trifled with. Advices from the scene of trouble states 


the number of guardsmen at the court house was 75, each 
nan having 30 rounds of ammunition. At last accounts the 
people were in a frenzy against the state troops, and a 


portion of the mob have secured explosives, which they in- 
‘end to use against the military, if possible. The situation 
was so serious that Adjutant-General Howe ordered out all 
the Ist Regiment of Cincinnati; Co. H, of the 17th Regi- 
ment, of Chillicothe; Co. L, of the 3d Regiment, of Sabine; 
and Cos. A. F. M and D, of the 14th Regiment here, to re- 
port at Washington Court House, at the earliest possible 
moment, and they arrived about 3:30 a. m., Oct. 18. The

Massachusetts. 

The jong-talked-of mobilization of the Massachusetts vol- 
unteer mi‘itia took place Tuesday, Oct. 9, the entire State 
force, for the fiist time in six years, being assembled at or 
near Boston. The day’sa duty was divid into two parte. 
‘rhe forenoon was devoted to assembling of organizations 
along a line reaching from East Somerville, on the north, to 
Harrison avenue and Massachusetts avenue on the east, and 
the afternoon to the parade. 

All troops, regardless of the organization to which they 
properly belonged, reporting at points north of the Charles 
river, were under the command of Brig.-Gen. Benjamin F. 
Peach, Jr., of the 2d Brigade M. V. M., who established his 
headquarters at Union Square, Somerville, while those enter- 
ing south of the Charles Kiver reported to Brig.-Gen. Ben- 
jamin F. Bridges, of the ist Brigade, who had his head- 
quarters at the South End basebali grounds. Under this ar- 
rangement many commands were for the time being de- 
tached and served under commanders other than their own, 
an experience likely to occur in active service. 

The maximum strength of the Massachusetts Volunteer 
Militia allowed by law is 6,484 officers and men. Returns of 
the present for duty have not yet been reported, but it is 
estimated that fully 6,000 paraded. 

The troops paraded in undress uniform, with leggings, and 
for the first time wore campaign hats of the Army pattern. 
Overcoats were worn in yoke or horse collar style, and the 
men were equipped with the regulation haversack and tin 
dippers, the latter hung in such a manner that they 
seagiee like cow bells. 

The hour for assembly was 10 a. m., and the troops re- 
ported at the various points of rendezvous with commend- 
able promptness. But little time was devoted to drill, as 
men and horses were fed, and by noon the several organiza- 
tions started on the march to the city proper, to take part 
in the afternoon parade. In embarking and disembarking 
and in serving under strange officers, the experience gained 
was valuable. 

Many persons expected to see a warlike demonstration—a 
sham battle. But no ammunition was issued and not a shot 
was fired, save the explosion of some 50 submarine mines, in 
Charles river, under the direction of Lieut. Swett, of the 
Naval Brigade. 

The Ambulance Corps, Capt. Myles Standish, gave an in- 
teresting exemplification of Reed Cross work on the parade- 
zround on the Common, where a field-hospital was estab- 
lished. Surgeon-General Burrill, many medical men and a 
large number of spectators viewed the exercises with in- 
terest. 

Maj.-Gen. Samuel Dalton, in his capacity as Inspector-Gen- 
eral, was on duty the entire day, observing the movements 
of the troops, while the Assistant Inspectors-General, Col. 
Fred W. Wellington, Col. James Lowell Carter, Col. Fred 
G. King and Col. Percy Parker, were assigned to duty with 
the commands of Generals Peach and Bridges. 

Soon after 1 o’clock p. m. the several organizations as- 
sembled on what is known as the “back-bay”’ section of the 
city, and after the detached commands had returned to 
their proper organizations, the entire force parading as a 
provisional division under command of Brigadijer-Genera) 
Peach, started upon its march of about 3% miles. The 
schools were closed and the streets crowded. he troops, in 
their campaign outfit, presented a solid and warlike ap- 
pearance, and all along the route of march received great 
applause. 

y, pote feature of the parade was the display made by 
the distinguished marksmen and sbarpshooters of the 
militia, some 625 men in number. These officers and men, as 
many as could be spared from duty with their own com- 
mands, marched at the right of each organization. They 
were designated by a scarlet feather worn on the right- 
hand side of their campaign hats, their rifles were slung 
and each man carried a picket shovel. 

Some organizations paraded 10 sharpshooters, others a 
platoon and some every man entitled to the red feather. 
There was a lack of uniformity in the formation, and it 
would seem that the display would have been as effective 
had the men retained their proper places and let the 
feather tell the story. With each organization in the div- 
ision was a detail from the Ambulance Corps. 

At the State House a marching salute was given Governor 
Greenhalge, who stood on the steps during the 50 minutes 
occupied by the troops in passing. 

The narrow, opis street upon which the State capitol 
of Massachusetts is built is not at all adapted for display- 
ing the best efforts of troops in a “march past.’’ The street 
is hardly wide enough to permit the passage of an organiza- 
tion in “column of platoons,”’ to say nothing of “column of 
companies,’’ and the effect of the march of the Bay State 
troops at this point was in many cases sadly marred. Brig- 
adier-General Peach and staff, splendidly mounted, gave a 
well-timed and graceful salute; the commanding general 
wore the red feather of a sharpshooter in his campaign hat. 
Brigadier-General Bridges rode at the head of the 1st Brig- 
ade, and with his staff saluted in good form. The ist In- 
fantry, Colonel Mathews, passed in 24 platoons, with fair 
alignments, lack of uniformity in distances and salutes 
ranging from poor to very good. The fact that the Ist won 
the tricolor at the State matches and its nearly 100 red- 
feathered sharpshooters, gained the command much applause 
on the march. Then followed the 2d Infantry, composed of 
sturdy men from the Western counties. Colonel Clark and 
his staff officers gave a handsome salute. A large de- 
tachment of sharpshooters paraded at the head of the regi- 
ment, which, attempting to march in column of companies 


in the narrow streets, its alignments were irregular. Col- 
Henry Pargons, of Mariboro, rode proudly at the head of 
the 6th iatiatey. and with his seven stat officers saluted in 
good form. he companies passed with fair alignments. 
Generous use greeted L. Company, the only colored or- 
ganization the State militia. 

The ena Corps of the brigade under command of Lieut- 


enant man made a creditable passage. Preceded by its 
corps of trumpeters, came the ist Battalion of Light Ar- 
tillery, under command of Capt. W. L. Stedman, with five 
staff officers. The Batteries C and B were well horsed and 
the men with folded arms sat erect and steady. Then fol- 
lowed F Cavalry, Capt. Biisha H. Shaw, whose 
salute was well timed and graceful. The troop was well 
mounted, many of the command owning their horses, and 
made a handsome passage. The Ambulance Corps brought 
up the rear of the brigade. Col. William A. Bancroft, of 
the 5th eee A wearing a scarlet feather of the Mephisto- 
pheles pattern in his campaign hat, rode at the head of the 
2d Brigade, and with his nine staff officers saluted the Com- 
mander-in-Chief in proner form. The Signal Corps of the 2d 
Brigade, Lieut. H. W. Sprague, mounted on Colonel Lovell’s 
diamond bicycles, followed and attracted much attention. 
With its well-known owinains step came the %th Infantry, 
Col. B. Bogan and his three staff officers, giving a 
graceful salute. he alignment of D Company was excel- 
nt.

The 8th Infantry, after its forenoon’s duty at East Som- 
erville, appeared in excellent form. Col. Charles L. Dodge, 
with his three staff officers, saluted at too great a distance 
from the Commander-in-Chief. The 2d Battalion made a 
fair passage, but that of the two left companies of the Sd 
Battalion was ragged. 

The 5th Infantry followed, under command of Lieut.-Col. 
J. H. nag * who with his five staff officers gave a hand- 
some salute, but too far off. The salute of the three non- 
commissioned staff officers was excellent. The narrowness 
of the street would not permit the passage by company front 
and the regiment's effort in this direction was sadly marred. 
Then came Light Battery A, Capt. Dexter H. Follett. The 
battery was well horsed, and despite its antique equipment, 
made a , appearance, 

Maj. Horace G. Kemp's squadron, Troops D and A, well 
mounted, men neat, good form in column of 
platoons. 

The Naval Brigade, under Captain Weeks, attracted much 
attention. e men wore their white working suits, and the 
officers their blue uniforms, with web belts and revolvers, 
Two divisions paraded as an artillery battalion, under com- 
mand of Lieut. W. A. Cary. The salutes of many of the 
officers were crude. The infantry, in picturesque sults of 
white, marched past at “port arms” and made a fine appear- 
ance. An accident to a gun carriage caused the left division 
considerable delay, but when it made its appeirance it 

assed in splendid form. The work of the brigade was 

ighly creditable. The Ist Corps of Cadets, under Lieut.- 
Col. Thomas F. Edmands, paraded five commands and 
marched past with splendid alignments and excellent dis- 
tances, winning the highest honors in the parade. The 2d 
Corps of Cadets, under Lieut.-Col. John W. Hart, of Salem, 
after its forenoon’s duty with General Peach, at East Som- 
erville, appeared in excellent form and made a splendid pass- 
age. The Ambulance Corps, with the field hospital, ambu- 
lances and wagon train, followed and the rear guard, com- 

»osed of detachments from the Naval Brigade and cavalry, 
yrought the interesting spectacle to a close. 

The conduct of the men on the parece is worthy of the 
highest praise; there was no straggling, no loitering, no rude 
or boisterous conduct. The parade over, the troops van- 
ished, and on the streets not a man in the uniform of the 
State was visible. On the day following the parade general 
orders were issued from State headquarters, In which the 
Governor and Commander-in-Chief complimented and 
thanked the officers and men of the militia for the prompt 
response to orders, the thorough pcermanee of duty, the 
good digcipline, morale and splendid appearance which char- 
acterized the tour of duty. Maj.-Gen. Samuel Dalton, In his 
report as Inspector General, also commends the troops in 
the warmest terms.
